HISTORY  CORNER 


It  seems  appropriate  at  this  time,  as  the 
Club  adds  the  finishing  touches  to  the 
building,  to  recall  from  the  Club  history, 
the  problems  of  building  the  last  Club 
Rooms  in  1925. 

"The  contract  to  build  the  Club  was 
awarded  to  W  B  Baker  and  Sons  for 
92,529  pounds  but  the  question  as  to 
whether  the  Club  would  be  residential  or 
not  had  yet  to  be  resolved.  The  question 
was  decided  at  a  meeting  on  26 
February,  1926,  when  the  Committee  was 
empowered  to  allocated  extra  money  to 
include  bedrooms  and  attendant  facilities 
in  the  approved  plan,  about  10,000 
pounds,  and  other  items,  such  as  4,500 
pounds  for  special  kiln  facing  bricks.  The 
total  cost  of  the  new  clubhouse  was 
106,570  pounds  and  included  the  cost  of 
strengthening  the  foundations  to  allow  for 
the  addition  of  future  storeys,  thus 
avoiding  the  tremendous  expense  which 
would  be  involved  if  this  work  had  to  be 
done  later.  Future  generations  have  had 
cause  to  be  grateful  for  this  progressive 
thinking  by  the  Committee  of  1926. 

The  building  was  due  for  completion  in  52 
weeks.

Approval  from  the  members  to  build  the 
swimming  pool  had  been  the  greatest 
stumbling  block,  E  J  Stanton,  and  122 
others,  disapproved  of  the  idea  on  the 
grounds  that  there  were  plenty  of  natural 
places  around  Sydney  in  which  to  swim. 
Thirty-six  members  then  signed  a  request 
for  a  meeting  to  discuss  the  question. 
They  claimed  the  pool  would  be  non¬ 
productive  and  insanitary. 

On  6  October,  1925,  the  meeting  was 
held  but  when  the  Chairman  asked  for  a 
motion  along  the  lines  set  out  in  the 
requisition,  there  was  no  response.  A 
vote  was  taken  and  the  project  approved 
by  112  votes  to  17. 

The  swimming  pool,  which  had  been 
increased  in  size  from  38.5  feet  by  18  feet 
to  60  feet  by  25  feet  at  the  suggestion  of 
noted  swimming  expert,  E  Cavill,  was 
taken  over  by  two  very  famous  Australian 
sportsmen,  the  legendary,  "Snowy" 
Baker,  who  achieved  world  renown  in 
many  sporting  avenues,  and  Dick  Cavill, 
foremost  exponent  of  the  "Australian 
Crawl",  [which  is  not  to  be  confused  with 
the  recently  identified  "cultural  cringe"] 
and  the  first  man  to  swim  a  hundred  yards 
in  less  than  a  minute.  No  one  was  heard 
to  cavil  at  this  decision  and  the  success  of 
this  new  club  activity  was  assured. 

Opening  day  was  expected  to  be  29 
August,  1927  and  the  first  move  was 
planned  for  that  time  but  there  was  a 
month's  delay  and,  even  then,  makeshift 
arrangements  had  to  be  endured  before 
the  building  was  completed.  On  27 
September  1927,  the  executive  offices 
were  occupied,  the  athletic  department  on 
24  October,  the  dining  room  on  the  next 
day  and  the  residential  section  on  17 
December.  A  Miss  Fields  was  appointed 
as  the  first  housekeeper  at  three  pounds 
10  shillings  a  week  and  board.  The  old 


premises  were  vacated  on  a  high  note 
when,  as  their  last  official  function,  the 
Committee  entertained  the  wardroom 
officers  of  HMS  Renown  during  the  visit  to 
Sydney  of  the  Duke  of  York,  the  future 
King  George  VI.  The  character  and 
composition  of  the  Club  had  changed 
quite  considerably  on  more  than  one 
occasion  since  the  early  days  and  its 
function  had  become  less  complex  but  the 
old  values  still  remained  and,  under  the 
leadership  of  James  Barnes,  the 
members  looked  forward  to  an  era  of 
unparalleled  prosperity  in  their  new  home 
overlooking  Hyde  Park. " 


LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 


Member,  Tim  Maunsell,  makes  the 
following  suggestions. 

"I  believe  the  use  of  mobile  phones  could 
be  extended  to  include  the  Athletics 
Department  and  Bistro.

And  Mr  Maunsell  also  advised  the  Editor, 
"seeing  the  Clubs  tradition  is  in  horse 
racing  (gambling)  why  is  there  no  Club 
Tab  and  Sky  Channel  to  increase  the 
Clubs  patronage".  Tim  also  suggests, 
"that  a  room  be  set  aside  for  our  overseas 
guests  and  members  as  an  executive 
service  office  complete  with  phones, 
facsimiles  and  secretarial  services. "  Tim's 
final  comment  to  the  Editor,  is  "I  believe 
the  service  and  food  could  be  improved  in 
the  Bistro,  while  the  presentation  is 
superb  the  meals  are  very  bland  and  of 
poor  nutritional  content. " 
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"We  would  like  to  take  a  moment  to  let 
you  know  that  the  Amarillo  Club  Board  of 
Directors  decided  that  effective  1  January 
1994  your  members  will  be  charged  a  $10 
guest  fee  when  they  use  the  Amarillo 
Club.  We  hope  you  all  let  your  members 
know  about  this  fee  when  the  opportunity 
arises.
